1. This memorandum contains recommendations for your approval; 
such recommendations are contained in paragraph 3. 


2. The referenced letter refers to Executive Order 11296 and recent 

: implementing guidelines and instructions which require each executive agency 

: to develop procedures and regulations to carry out the Executive Order, 
"Evaluation of Flood Hazard in Locating Federally Owned or Financed Buildings, 
Roads, and Other Facilities, and in Disposing of Federal Lands and Properties. " 
The following comments are provided based on our review of Executive Order 
11296 and the guidelines produced by the United States Wates giesources Council: 


a. This Executive Order is particularly applicable to executive 
agencies of the Government who have large construction and land manage - 
ment programs and who dispense Federal funds for such programs. These 
departments would have to promulgate procedures and regulations to ensure 
that their programs provide for eliminating or reducing flood problems 
that might result should locations and construction occur on flood plains; 
such agencies include the Department of the Interior, the U.S, Army Corps 
of Engineers, and the General Services Administration (GSA).
